HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


In  October,  1900,  the  Atlantic  Association,  then  holding 
at  Morehead  City  its  seventeenth  annual  session,  appointed 
a  committee  consisting  of  Hight  C.  Moore,  New  Bern,  A. 
W.  Setzer,  Morehead  City,  and  C.  B.  Paul.  Swansboro,  to 
plan  and  if  possible  to  found  during  the  year  a  school  of 
high  grade  under  the  auspices  of  the  Association. 

Immediately  the  committee  invited  bids  for  the  proposed 
school.  In  several  quarters  there  was  a  desire  for  it  and  in 
two  towns  there  was  earnest  endeavor  to  secure  it.  After 
considering  all  the  circumstances  the  committee  in  April, 
1901,  decided  uanimously  in  favor  of  the  Morehead  City 
site. 

The  town  is  centrally  located  in  the  Association,  has  a 
population  of  1800,  and  is  easily  accessible  both  by  land  and 
water.  It  combines  a  spirit  of  local  enthusiasm  with  a  fine 
educational  opportunity  guaranteeing  the  success  of  the 
school.  The  excellent  religious  advantages,  the  heathfulness 
of  the  situation,  the  facilities  afforded,  and  the  remarkable 
freedom  from  temptation,  are  all  favorable  to  the  building 
up  of  a  good  school. 

The  people  of  Morehead  City  gave  a  site  worth  $600.  It 
consists  of  four  lots  fronting  on  the  railroad  in  the  western 
part  of  the  town  and  overlooking  Bogue  Sound.  It  is  con- 
venient to  stores,  hotels,  wharves,  depot,  long-distance  tele- 
phone, telegraph  and  post  office,  etc. 

The  school  began  its  first  session  on  September  17th,  1901, 
with  Rev.  A.  W.  Setzer,  Principal,  and  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Association  in  Beaufort  in  October,  1901,  the  work  of 
the  Committee  was  endorsed,  a  Board  of  Trustees  appointed, 
and  a  distinct  emphasis  was  given  to  the  enterprise. 

Immediately  after  their  appointment  the  Trustees  had 
the  school  incorporated  under  the  name  of  Atlantic  Insti- 
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TUTE — a  name  very  appropriate,  since  it  looks  out  upon  the 
great  ocean — and  began  the  erection  of  a  building.  As  a 
result  of  their  persistent  efforts  and  their  sacrifices  the  school 
now  occupies  a  handsome  and  commodious  building  con- 
taining six  rooms  well  equipped  for  school  work,  costing 
$2,500,

INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  School  to  give  thorough  instruc- 
tion in  each  of  the  departments  into  which  the  work  of  the 
School  is  divided.  This  School  does  not  undertake  to  do 
college  work,  its  aim  being  to  stimulate  a  desire  for  college 
training  and  to  equip  those  who  can  not  take  a  collegiate 
course  for  business  and  for  the  active  duties  of  life.  Stu- 
dents who  complete  the  Course  of  Study  of  this  School  will 
be  able  to  enter  the  regular  college  classes. 

Students  who  complete  the  work  outlined  in  the  Course  of 
Study  are  given  a  handsome  Certificate  of  Proficiency. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

School  is  opened  every  morning  with  religious  exercises 
and  all  pupils  are  required  to  be  present. 

Boarding  pupils  desiring  to  visit  at  their  homes  or  else- 
where must  obtain  permission  from  the  Principal. 

It  is  earnestly  requested  that  all  students  be  present  on 
the  opening  day  of  the  session,  though  students  may  enter 
at  any  time  and  can  usually  find  classes  in  which  they  can 
take  up  regular  work. 

Boarding  students  are  responsible  to  the  Principal  for 
their  conduct  out  of  school  as  well  as  at  the  school  building. 
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Parents  having  complaints  to  make  should  always  make 
them  to  the  Principal. 

Students  may,  on  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  and  at 
extra  charge,  take  up  work  not  prescribed  in  the  Course  of 
Study.

Students  attending  Atlantic  Institute  have  the  privilege 
of  religious  services  at  the  several  churches  in  town,  each  of 
which  has  four  public  services  every  week.  It  is  the  object 
of  this  School  to  develop  the  Moral  as  well  as  the  Mental 
powers  of  its  students. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  REPORTS. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  Reports  of  the  work  done  and 
progress  made  are  sent  to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  each 
pupil.  The  last  week  of  each  Term  is  devoted  to  examina- 
tions w^hich  determine  whether  the  student  shall  be  ad- 
vanced to  a  higher  grade.

The  rules  and  regulations  are  few  and  simple  and 
everyone  is  expected  to  observe  them.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  to  teach  pupils  to  have  a  high  regard  for  honor,  truth 
and  right.  A  failure  to  observe  the  regulations  of  the 
School  will  be  followed  by  proper  correction,  always  admin- 
istered in  a  spirit  of  kindness. 

MUSIC. 

The  Music  Department  will  be  in  charge  of  one  w^ho  is 
thoroughly  proficient  in  this  branch,  and  no  pains  will  be 
spared  to  make  this  part  of  the  work  equal  to  any  other  de- 
partment of  the  School. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

A  Literary  Society  composed  of  the  members  of  the  High 
School  Department  meets  in  the  school  building  each 
Friday  night  during  the  session.  The  work  of  the  society 
will  consist  of  Debate,  Declamation,  Composition.

Tuition  is  payable  monthly  in  advance.  ^ 

No  deduction  is  made  except  in  cases  of  protracted  sick- 
ness of  one  week  or  more. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  for  less  than  a 
WHOLE  term  or  the  balance  of  a  term. 

A  reduction  of  fifty  per  cent,  is  given  indigent  widows. 

All  special  arrangements  must  be  made  with  the  Prin- 
cipal. 

Students  who  have  as  many  as  two  studies  in  the  High 
School  Department  will  be  charged  the  rate  of  that  depart- 
ment. In  all  other  cases  the  majority  of  studies  will  con- 
trol rates.
